frhe fact* In the ease were brought 
to Sydney by the Island steamship Ma- 
kainbo. 
Tw o natives of Tanto Island 
who had gone to Bridges* store to sell 
him some cocoanuts found his body 
and those of hi* four boys mutilated 
with 
tomahawks and 
knives.

K. C’orlette, 
owner of tin* Taut ii trading station, 
hastened to the scene. 


Doze n S a v a g e s C o m m it t e d Murder.

they had defeated two punitive expe­ 
ditions sent against them they have 
l>oen for two year* calling themselves

natives— teachers

vi-dt another village further biland. 
They were warned against this under­ 
taking. but they decided t«» carry out 
their resolve aud did so.

their destination they were attacked 
by tho Big Na mini* tribe ami seven of 
them were shot down.

mission teachers e* aped. reached tho 
• oast and told their story.

with one exception were eaten.

of the victims who had been wounded 
was tied to a tree aud kept there until 
the cannibals were ready for him.

French and British government of the 
islands under a Spanish presiding offi­ 
cer) set about bringing the cannibals 
to Justice.
